The friction also heals aud 
tends to partially melt tbe outside cf 
the ball, and because of this it changes 
its shape in tbo air. 


One peculiar fact about a bullet, is

Hojne.siond Plant Employees 
Con- 


demns Truifs Profit Shariusr Plan. 
Employees of the Homestead plant of 


the United States Steel corporation at 
1'ittsburg interviewed the other day 
regarding the scheme cf the concern to 
share its profits with its employees ex- 
l.rcssed themselves as decidedly op- 
posed to the proposition, says the New 
York Herald. 


The Homestead worl\s employ about 


7.000 men who are entitled to the profit 
sharing. Xot one of the twenty inter- 
viewed favored the move and each con- 
demned it. 


The men gave many reasons why the 


plan would not be a good thing. One 
of these was that, under the proposi- 
tion submitted, the amount of stock 
that the majority of the workmen can 
buy is limited to a few shares. Ac- 
cording to tbe circular, a thousand dol- 
Isr employee can subscribe for but $130 
worth of stock. The workmen assert 
that only the department aud general 
siiperinteudents who draw large sal- 
aries will be able to purchase enough 
stuck lo make an investment worth tbe 
while. 


Another objection raised is that tbe 


stock if bought on installments will 
not be delivered until five years after 
the employee has purchased it and that 
if he leaves the service of the corpora- 
'tfcn before that time he practically 
loses his dividends on his stock. The 
objectors assert that the five year pro- 
Yislou is- virtually -a contract to hold 
tbi'iu in the company's service for that 
length of time. 


They say that it would destroy.their 


independence in case of a dispute mak- 
ing a strike necessary.

You tear down my 
bakehouse, beat my baker and want 
to hang my steward!' 


"To my surprise the angry men 


laughed and cheered. A few days later 
there came to me a 'committee' of 
two sheepish looking fellows to ask 
my acceptance of a ring.

NEW SPECIES OF ORANGE. 


First Frtslts of nn As 


liartment Experiment. 


De- 


When tangerine, i.iandorin and satsu- 


rna oranges were imported from the 
orient. Europeans .".nd Americans were 
delighted to liwl a fruit which, unlike 
their own product, could be peeled 
readily with the hand. This was many 
years- ago. and yet until the present 
time no step "was -taken to transfer this 
very desirable quality to the enormous 
native American crops. 
During the 


past few days, however, the depart- 
ment of agriculture has received some 
specimen oranges which have been 
crossed with the so called glove skinned 
or tangerine ora'nge, says the Washing- 
ton Post. 


Of these the new grape fruit will be 


of the greatest interest to the connois- 
seur. The fruit retains its characteris 
tic bitter flavor, which is so relresbing 
to the t;iste and which combines so 


{ \rell with wine flavorings. But. unlike 


the ordinary grape fruit.**its sections 
separate readily and the skin can be 
peeled off quite as easily as a glove 
from a person's hand. In color it is in- 
termediate, and its size is also a cross 
between the two frnitb. The diminishc-J 
bulk of the new product will facilitate 


' handling, while the ready removal of 
the rind, which in the rip° fruit can ac- 
tually be shaker, from the pulp, will be 
a boon to the consumer.

Webber has just recened from Miami, 
Fla., is an ordinary orange also crossed 
with a tangerine. In this case" the rich, 
sweet flavor of the oriental orange has 
made a great improvement. The fruit 
can be distinguished by the protruding 
pip and the coarse glands peculiar to 
the tangerine peel. *

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NEEDS OF THE FILIPINO! 


Some Peculiar Ones Describe 


by an American Official. 


GEEAT VALUE OF THE OAEABAO; 


firewater Cameron S«y» Tlicy Take 


<he .Place ol Home*, Cown, Oxen 
•nd ]ftnle»—Ble*Mlngr of the DUcov 
*iy of A Sernni to Flsbt the Hinder 
pe*t—The Locust Scourge. 
"There are some conditious which 


are so widely different in the Uuitet 
States and the Philippines that it 


• hard for Americans to understand wha 


the \FlUpiiios need and why they d 
one.thing and fail to do another," sai( 
Brewster Cameron to-a recent visitor 
speaking of his mission from the uuitet 
chambers of commerce iu the Philip 
pines, writes the "Washington corre 
cpondent of the Kew York Evening 
Post. "If an American in Washington 
.were to meet with misfortune and then 
did not seem to be any way of his re 
trieying it here, be would probably g 
to Baltimore or Philadelphia or New 
York and see what employment hi 
could get in one of those cities. The 
Filipino has no such resource. He is 
a son of the soil in a country whose 
sole interest is agricultural. When il 
luck overtakes him on his plantation 
there he stays and plods away, making 
the best of a bad matter in the hope 01 
retrieving himself. It would not entei 
his mind to, move away and try his 
chances somewhere else. 


"Then, too, our people have very lit- 


tle conception of what the carabao is 
to the" Filipino. Here we use a horse for 
one purpose, a cow for another, an ox 
for a third and a mule for a fourth 
perhaps. But the poor Filipino uses 
his carabao for all these purposes com- 
bined. He cannot plow or harvest, he 
cannot take his family on a journey, 
he cannot carry his products to market, 
he1 cannot fiave fresh milk for food, 
when he .loses his carabao. That is 
what makes the rinderpest so dreadful 
a curse. 


"I knew, one company who owned 


20iOOO acres of land and 12,000 head of 
carabao, and one visitation of the pest 
swept the cattle all away, leaving the 
land useless. The worst of a neglected 
piece of land in the Philippines is that, 
with the rank growth of vegetation 
there, -it quickly grows up to jungle 
add -becomes uncultivatable and must 
be cleared anew, at an expense perhaps 
of. $50 an acre, whenever it is to be 
turned-to'agricultural uses once more. 
Thisjs one.reason.why there is so little 
cause to fear that, if the limit of acre- 
age in a single holding be increased by 
law, any one who acquires more land 
will let it lapse into jungle again—it 
wall be kept up" as a mere matter of 
self'protection, if nothing else, for it 
will^cost more to clear it than to keep 
it: clear. 


j'The rinderpest not only has been a 


terrible scourge in its first manifesta- 
tions, but is so persistent that when 
iff has -once smitten a herd of carabao 
it is' impossible to put others upon the 
same land for five years thereafter 
Without their falling victims too. That 
is" what made so striking the success 
of-the experiments with the seroni pre- 
pared by the board of agriculture. A 
herd of carabao inoculated with .it and 
ordered to. b'e put into a certain virgin 
pasture were turned loose by mistake 
on land which had been thoroughly in- 
fected with the rinderpest by a herd 
th'at had recently died there. 
When 


the «rror was discovered, there was 
great alarm. But to everybody's as- 
tonishment and delight the newcomers 
went through the^ ordeal unharmed, 
proving the effectiveness of the treat- 
ment they had received. 


"That twin plague, the locust, is some- 


thing of which the American who has 
not seen it with his own eyes can have 
no conception. One day I was writing 
at a desk with my back to the window, 
when suddenly the apartment became 
dark, as if it had been artificially light- 
ed and some one bad put the lamp out 
~ glanced around to discover what tbe 
matter was, and found the sky and all 
the landscape blotted out of view. 1 
looked, in fact, into a solid cloudbnnk 
of locusts. They formed a dense wall 
between the bouse and the objects on 
the other side of them. In a place 
where I saw them descend upon a tree 
they covered it so that there was not 
a sliver of the wood or foliage visible. 
The next day every shred of leafage 
was gone. The tree bad been stripped 
as clean as if scraped with a sharp 
blade. That is the way they ruin tbe 
products of tlie earth, and the discov- 
ery of a fungus which, spread over the 
ground where they have swarmed, 
heaps it with their dead bodies, is con- 
sidered one erf the greatest of boons. 
That and the rinderpest serum are 
•lone enough to justify all that the Taft 
commission has done in organizing and 
maintaining the bureau of animal in- 
dustry."

SUGAR BEET PULP. 


Experience of Lendlnir California 


Mtockiuen In Kecdiotc It. 


During the past year the California 


experiment station submitted several 
questions to some of the leading stock- 
men of the state with a j-iew to gath- 
ering their experience in feeding sugar 
beet pulp. Sonic of HIP questions asked 
and the answers of the different par- 
ties are here quoted: 


How much pulp do you feed daily 


per animal? 


Mr. Ivoster—Xinety to 300 pounds. 
Mr. Wiegman—About 100 pounds.

pounds of siloed pulp. 


Messrs Vail and Gates—A four-year- 


old stew will eat about SO pounds of 
siloed pulp. 


Mr. Miller—About 300 pounds of 


fresh or 00 pounds of fermented pulp. 


Mr. Xewhall—The daily average con- 


sumed per animal will vary from 80 to 
100 pounds. For animals of 1,000 lo 
1,100 pounds weight the former quanti- 
ty should suffice. 
Balanced "With Hay, Grain or StrnTr. 


Do you feed hay or grain with the 


pulp and if so how much and of what 
kind? 


Mr. Koster—Ten to fifteen pounds 


uncut hay and two snul a half to five 
pounds finely rolled barley, quantity 
regulated by condition of the cattle 
and the state of the weather; in cold 
weather a greater proportion of hay 
and barley than in warm weather. 


Mr. Wiegman—About five pounds of 


oat hay and three pounds of mixed 
"chop" feed. 


Mr. Silsbee—Ten to twelve pounds of 


lima bean straw. 


Messrs. Vail and Gates—About six 


pounds of barley hay and straw. Have 
generally fed about eight pounds of 
ground corn for the -last forty days of 
feeding. 
When we feed cottonseed 


meal, we give about three pounds per 
day. 


Mr. Miller—About ten pounds of ei- 


ther alfalfa hay, grain hay or straw 
chopped and mixed with grain, usually 
ground 
barley, 
though 
sometimes 


cracked wheat. 


How tong *o Feed It. 


How long is the period during which 


you feed beet pulp continuously? 


Mr. Koster—During thewinter months 


covering a period of SO to 120 days. 


Mr. Wiegman—"Until fat, usually four 


to four and a half months. 


Mr. Silsbee—Ninety days. 
Messrs. Vail and Gates—From 100 to

Corn Planting; Experiment!!. 


At the North Dakota experiment sta- 


:ion experiments in thickness of plant- 
ing showed the largest yields of fodder 
from corn planted in hills iu rows twen- 


-two inches apart. Drilled ccrn pro- 


duced more fodder than corn planted 
n hills in rows forty-four inches apart, 
jut the largest yield of cars was ob- 
tained from planting in hills. Corn 
sowed broadcast did not yield as well 
as corn sowed in drills. Drilling eorn 
six inches apart iu rows three and a 
mlf feet apart gave the best average 
total yield for two years. In this ex- 
jeriment the yield decreased almost 
regularly with an increase of the dis- 
tance between the plants in the row. 
Planting six kernels in a hill gave a 
arger yield of fodder and cars than 
>lantiug a smaller number of kernels. 
Is to. depth of planting, two and four 
nches gave the best results.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Large roosters with small hens, is a 


very poor combination. 


Scalded milk and cooked rice will 


often stop diarrhea in fowls. 


Indigestion, one of the worst diseases 


among poultry, is often caused by sour, 
moldy food. 


Eggs intended to be hatched in nn in- 


cul;atcr should never be allowed to be- 
come chilled. 


In order to ba\e poultry tender and 


juicy they must be fattened quickly. 
Two weeks of good feeding arc usually 
sufficient. 


Use plenty of lime in the poultry 


house. It will kill lice, is a good dis- 
infectant, will purify tlie air, it de- 
stroys vermin and prevents gapes. 


One of the best ways of feeding oats 


to poultry is to put them in a tub at 
night, pour scalding water over them, 
let them stand until morning and feed 
:hem warm. 


When the fowls are' closely confined 


or when the ground is covered with 
snow, they must have bulky food. Cut 
clover hay well steamed is good, as 
are also cabbage leaves.
